9M6, EAST MALAYSIA. Saty, JE1JKL will be active as 9M6NA for CQWW CW 
Contest on 20 meters single band. QSL to JE1JKL. Although he prefers 
exchanging QSLs via the bureau, please note that his home address has 
been changed recently if you want a QSL direct. The new address is: 
Saty Nakamura, 1-27-2, Kamiya, Ushiku, Ibaraki, 300-12 JAPAN. 


A2, BOTSWANA. Dave, A22MN, says he will be operating 160 meters starting 
at 0300Z (November 14th) on 1827-1828 kHz. He will start on 160, then as 
propagation permits he will move to 80 meters (3511 Khz), then to 40 
meters (no frequency mentioned). He plans to run this operating schedule 
for one week, then this schedule will be run every other week due to his 
work schedule (one week on and one week off). Dave will be leaving A2-land 
in mid to late March 1995. Then he is off to Helsinki for 4 years. Also, 
he said that ARRL CW weekend will probably be his last contest from A2.

The group will be 
operating from ON4UN's QTH. A colored picture QSL card will be available 
via ON4UN (through the bureau or direct). 


S7, SEYCHELLES. A group of JA operators will be active from November 
21-25th, using the following callsigns: S79CC (JI1INJC), S79SS (JN1IGYA), 
S79TR (JN1BMX) and S79XE (JA5VBH). Activity will be on 160-10 meters, 
AO-13B, CW, SSB and RTTY.

During non-contest periods, they will be operating on 10-160 
meters CW and SSB using VP2E/homecall. QSL VP2EZA via ND3A and the other 
calls via the respective operator. DO NOT QSL TO THE VP2E BUREAU! 


VP5, TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. K8MFO, WD8AUB, W9VNE, W6RGG, WA4DRU, WTS8N, 
WOCG, and WD8LLD will be active in the CQWW CW Contest as a Multi/Multi 
entry signing VP5VW. The group will be operating from the QTH of Jody, 
VP5JM. The operation is a tribute to longtime friend Hal Brooks, W9VW 
who passed away two years ago. WT8N, WD8LLD, W9VNE, and K8MFO wil share 


the low band duties while W6RGG, WD8AUB, WA4DRU, and WOCG will tackle the 
high bands. Outside the contest, each operator will be signing VP5/(his 
homecall). QSL cards for VP5VW go to W8TPS and QSLs for the individual 
contacts outside the contest go to the operator's home call. They will 

be active as early as November 20th. 


VR2/VS6, HONG KONG. Dave, WX3N, will be returning to VS6WO's QTH for 

two weeks (between November 22nd and December 3). He plans to operate 
80/160 meters each day starting at 1030z and continue through the Hong 
Kong night. On 80 he will choose from one of three frequencies to transmit 
on: 3.501, 3.507, or 3.513.

DXAC/DXCC ACTIVITIES. DXAC members have recently received a petition for 
separate country status for the Kingdom of Mustang. The Kingdom is a small 
area bordered by Tibet and Nepal (coordinates are 29.10 N and 83.55 E). 
The Kingdom of Mustang was once a part of Tibet, but was ceded to Nepal 
from China. It has retained its Tibetan culture and is OFF LIMITS to 
foreigners (EXPLORER CD). The petition states the Kingdom of Mustang has 
autonomy, has an independent political organization and its borders are 
recognized by other countries. The petition was filed by WA2FIJ and NOAFW. 

The DXAC will be voting on three issues later in the month: 1) The DXCC 
country status of Austral Islands and Marquesas Islands, 2) The DXCC 
country status of Ballent Islands and 3) The establishment of a DXCC 
Award for Mobile Operation.
